Meanwhile theCount’s son 
falls into the bands of the gipsy tribe,and eventually the father bim- 
self is taken prisoner. Mabel, in spite of all her wrongs, still loves 
Sternheim, end determines to escape with him, Palco makes bim- 
self master of the child, end rushes off with it, pursued by the 
Count, Mabel, and a band of soldiers. Mabel comiog: up with 
Palco, the latter threatens to make short work with the “little 
stranger,” if the lady does not give up ber noble lover, but on a 
few honied words from Mabel he yields up the child, walks away 
calmly, and the revengeful gipsy flies to Sternheim, what has be- 
come of the latter’s lawful wife, is left to the ideas of the audience. 
There are three other characters introduced, Zarbel, (Borrani, ) 
Zamparro, (J. Bland,) and Litzka, (Mrs, C. Jones,) the latter is 
selected for the comic business of the story. 

Miss Rainforth sang io a very beautiful manner, her execution 
of an Italian fioale was very finely done. Borrani was in excellent 
voice, and gave a song, ‘* The Old Oak Tree,” magnificently.
